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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-4, 6, 91-93, 95 and 121-124 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Shaolian et al. (US 7,083,621 ). 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Shaolian et al. disclose an instrument system for reducing displacement between 
adjacent bony structures including: an inserter engageable to a connecting element 450 
to percutaneously position the connecting element adjacent an anchor 1 00 securable to 
at least one of the adjacent bony structures; at least one anchor extension mountable to 
the anchor and extending along a longitudinal axis, wherein the anchor 100 is 
manipulatable percutaneously with said at least one anchor extension to position the 
anchor for engagement with the connecting element, the at least one anchor extension 
including a first member and a second member, the second member being mountable 
to the anchor, and the first member and the second member being structured and 
configured to be axially movable relative to one another to contact the connecting 
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element with the first member and move the anchor and the connecting element toward 
one another while the second member is mounted to the anchor (Figs. 36-45, col. 18, 
lines 35-67, cols. 19 and 20). See marked up Fig. 36 from Shaolian et al. below. 




Conclusion 

It is noted that patented claims in US 7,01 1 ,660 and US 6,530,929 appear to 
have subject matter similar to the claims in the instant application. Applicants' must 
check the claims in the instant application against the patented claims and ensure that 
there are no conflicting claims to avoid potential double patenting rejections.
